MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June fl.—The 


atlhcrents of ex-Secretary Blaino nro 
claiming to-night that his nomination 
is assured on tho first ballot. On the 
other hand, John C. New, the chief gen- 
eralissimo of the administration forces, 
insists that 500 votes 
are already 


pledged for the president's nomination, 
or more than forty more than is neces- 
sary to a choice. The friends of Gen. 
Alger cluim for their favorite a sup- 
port of three score, or sufficient, as- 
suming that the friends of the presi- 
dent and Mr. Blaino aro each but a 
trifle in error regarding their respective 
strength, to give the Michigan candi- 
date the balance of power. It is known 
that one or two votes will bo cast for 
Mr. Sherman, and there may be a few 
votes scattered among the other dark 
horses. The supporters of the ex-sec- 
retary of state, havo practically had 
things their own way to-day, and as 
predicted in the United Press dis- 
patches at the close of last week, the 
eve of tho opening of the convention 
was the signal for a general round-up 
of the Blaine 
clans, it has bicn 


a ilny of Hlaine music and Blnine 
hurrahs, of waving of plumes in- 
numerable, of tho "Jllalne. Hlainc, 
James G. Blaine" processions and pyro- 
technics that were made BO familiar in 
the memorable campaign of eight years 
ago. The friends of the president were 
willing to He low, to be neither seer or 
heard und to let their opponents h we 
full and unlimited credit for all tho 
conversions that their methods could 
bring about. But they do not concede 
that to-night those opponents ore a 
single delegate stronger than they were 
twenty-four hours ago, while they are 
further inclined to assert that the tac- 
tics of the day have In reality redounded 
to their own advantage. 


Mr. Harrison's cause showed great 


strength during the day, tho natural 
reaction from the Blaine boom of yes- 
terday, but between the hours of 6 and 
8 p. m. a change in the feeling of tho 
crowd occurred. This change was in- 
definable, no one could exactly de- 
scribe or explain it, but it was as ap- 
parent as the lowering of temperature 
following the rush of rain In a thunder 
storm at the close of a sultey day. It 
was all-pervading. 
One saw it in the 


faces of tho Blaine legion, or felt it in 
tho serious expression of the Harrison 
cohorto. 


Gradually a rumor spread. It came 


from no one know where, but it soon 
enwrapped the multitude as does the 
ocean fog the land. It was the story 
that the southern states delegates wore 
renouncing their loudly proclaimed 
allegiance 
to the 
president 
and 


were nocking around 
the 
Blaino 


banner. 
Tennessee was the name 


first 
on 
every 
lip, 
then Ala- 


bama, then Texas. "Hero are four 
Tennessee delegates instructed for Har- 
rison, Imt now for Blaine," shouted a 
wild-eyed 
mountaineer, leading his 


three followers to the Maine head- 
quarters. The cry was heard, repeated 
from mouth to mouth, and so the story 
grow. 


Close investigation failed to prove 


that any large number of delegates had 
change in their purpose, but substan- 
tiated tho story of a break in the Ten- 
nessee and Alabama delegations, and 
this was enough to alarm the Harrison 
and elato the Blaine bhouters. It was 
the news of the evening and was an in- 
teresting evidence of how quickly the 
temper of a convention crowd can 
change. 


The selection of Mr. Fassett for tem- 


porary chairman having 
been dis- 


counted in advance, failed to create 
any appreciable impression, although 
the anti-Harrisons claimed it as a sig- 
nal victory and made the air ring with 
cries when the result was announced 
from the balcony of the hotel. A sig- 
nal development of the evening was 
the declaration of the veteran ox-flov. 
Richard T. Oglcsby, ono of the dole- 
gates-at-large 
from 
Illinois, 
that 


he 
would not regard his 
instruc- 


tions as binding in the event of a fair 
number of ballots developing the fact 
that the rcnomination of the president 
was not a possibility. Ilo took the 
ground that it would be his duty to 
look at the situation precisely as it 
would be regarded under tho conditions 
existing by tho convention that selected 
him as a delegate, supposing that this 
body was still in session. He would 
not say, however, that he would vote 
for Blaine, but contented himself with 
tho statement that if he were competed 
to cease voting for Mr. Harrison his 
support would go to the candidate who 
appeared to enjoy the best chance of 
success. 


Wm. Warmer, "of Missouri, also made 


a significant statement. Maj. Warner 
Is one of the four delcgates-at-large In- 
structed for Harrison. Ho said: "When 
at the state convention the delegation 
was Instructed to vote for Harrison, 
the instructions were put in this lan- 
guage: 'In view of the fact that the 
eminent 
patriot 
and 
distinguished 


statesman, James G. Blaine, is not a 
candidate for the presidency, etc.1 That 
is all I can toll you. Blaine seems to 
be a candidate now." 


Of the midnight rumors, one of the 


most interesting is that some of the 
delegates from the Bouth, and who have 
been claimed for Harrison, will record 
their votes for Gov. McKinley after tho 
second ballot, OB something In the na- 
ture of a feeler. This would be a repe- 
tition of the history of the Chicago con- 
vention of tour years ago.

cnlturiats.says the agricultural editor of 
tho Now York World, is based on the 
fact that tho demands raado upon the soil 
for -plant food by vegetation while nearly 
alike in Important particulars are not the 
same with all kinds in degree. Thus 
gome crops require one element in abun- 
dance with comparatively little of others. 
Manifestly, If crops are planted in such 
rotation that a succeeding one naturally 
requires but little of what o former one 
has drawn upon largely, it will In most 
cases b5 better than to permit tho former 
to succeed itself. In this way n different 
crop, whoso wants will bo mainly sup- 
plied by the elements that remain in 
greater plenty, may be raised With but 
little or no help from tho one element 
most important for the crop precedingit 


To successfully plan a good system of 


rotation, which may bo kept up with tho 
least soil exhaustion, is evidence of a 
high order of forming, and Involves more 
than ordinary knowledge of the constitu- 
ents of tho soil and tho wants of crops. 
Again, some crops are almost wholly ex- 
hausting, being chiefly carried off, while 
others, like tho clovers, derive much fer- 
tility from tho atmosphere, which is af- 
terward acquired by tho soil through the 
decay of their roots and stubble. No 
formula for rotation can bo given that 
will boot general application when so 
much depends on the present condition 
of a, soil, but tho idea of rest and recu- 
peration through a judicious succession 
of different crops should never bo lost 
sight of by a farmer who wo aid be suc- 
cessful in hl3 calling.

City Marshal Mason reported a total of 


942 arrests; total fines assessed $5,607 
collected $4,023.76. 


Streot Superintendent Park reported 


$12,41".80 expended, and 63,493 feet of 
lumber used. Total number of feet of 
water pipe laid 7,716. 


Fire Commissioners Wells, Bacon and 


Cloyd, in their report suggested several 
important improvements. Among these 
is an increase of the force now consisting 
of one chief and fourteen men. The ne- 
cessity of larger mams in the business 
center was also suggested, the plan pro- 
posed being a 16-moh main extending 
north on Main street for the 12-inch main 
on Lincoln Square to Green strest, east 
on Green to Water, south to Mason, east 
to Broadway and there connected with 
the 16-inch main. From this pokt the 
main should be carried east on fc'anga- 
mon to Jasper streat and conneotec with 
the Jasper street main. This would 
greatly increase the pressure and enable 
the use of a larger number of streams. It 
woe suggested that a new fire house be 
erected and a modern hook and ladder 
truck be purchased. The appropriation 
for the ensuing year was estimated at 
$14,388. 


Fire Marshal Devore recommended the 


purchase of a modern hook and ladder 
truck. There were 57 firm alarms during 
the year; total loas, 8129,030.01; total 
insurance, $603,250.05; insurance paid, 
$74,980.61. The marshal suggests that 
the new house be equipped with a chemi- 
cal now on hand but not in use; a hose 
wagon is also wanted. 


The Public Library directors reported 


that by the fire 4,302 books, valued at 
84,225.30, were lost, together with cata- 
logues and binders, valued at $300; mag- 
azines, 8100, and fixtures, 8722.25, mak- 
ing a total of $5,396 55. The insurance 
on the books was $5,100, and on the fix- 
tures, $400, which it is thought will soon 
be adjusted and paid. In order that the 
efficiency of the library may be main- 
tained the directors ask that $400 te 
added to the regular appropriation ot 
$3,500 to refit 
the tbe new library 


room which will be occupied early in 
the fall. The total number of books 
May 31, 1891, was fl>,050 volumes, 
the accessions during the year being 
909 volumes, of which 741 were pur- 
chased, 94 donated, and 74 bound maga- 
zines.
